The London Echo commends to tbo 
consideration of the inanufactui-ers of 
Mancbefiter the latest volume of com- 
mercial reports by British consuls in 
China. Tliey arc full of evidence as to 
the manner in which English trade 
with the East has been ruined \>\ 
adulteration. The .success formerly at- 
tained in the salo of sized cotton to the 
acute Celestials is at an end. Tliey 
are themselves masters in the art of 
adulterating tea and silk iind were not 
long to be duped by the fraudulent 
Manchester good.s. Tiie cheat Las been 
found out and the trade in foreign cot- 
ton textiles is passing into American 
hands. Instances aro given of the de- 
cline of British commerce such as that 
of the iinportntions of gray shirting.s at 
the port of Chefoo whicli in 1874 
amounted to 438,399 pieces. Tiast year 
only 229,403 piece.s were imported. 
TbougU -American drill ia forty per 
cent dearer than English, it is steadily 
driving the latter out of the market. 
To shoAV tlio extent of the market 
which the Lancashire cotton mnnufiic- 
turcrs are stupidly closing ngaint their 
wares, by the employment of size, it is 
mentioned that the Provincp of Shan- 
ting alone has a ]iopulatioit of 30,000,- 
000 clothed entirely in cotton. \''nst 
quantities of the same material is also 
used for domestic and furnishing pur- 
poses, yet the number of cotton [lieccs 
imported per annum is only 1,UOO,000. 
At present it looks as though the China 
market were likely to^bo altogetlier 
controlled bv the American.s. 



rMPKOVEMB.VT IX HITS I NESS. 

A late issue of the New York Her- 
aid Bays: During the present year 
tbero lias boon an immense reduction 
in the number of business failures as 
compared with former years — a reduc- 
tion which can only be attributed to 
the improved condtiion of trade and 
the upward tendency of prices on goods 
of all descriptions that set in last 
spring. Tho condition of business for 
the past three, months has changed 
materially for the better, and aj^pears 
to be as prosperous, and certainly as 
profitable, as ever before in the history 
of tho country. According to the cir- 
cular of . Don, BarIiOW & Co., there 
were 5,320 failuies in 1879, against 
8,678 in 1878, with liabilities at §81,- 
000,000, against §197,000,000 last 
year. The comparison for tho third 
quarter of 1879 is still more favorable, 
showing a still greater rate of decrease 
in business casualties, both as compared 
with last year, and with tho quarters 
of this year that preceded it. The 
failures in the United States have been 
less by one-half in number than those 
of the corresponding period in 1878, 
the precise decrease being 11591. Tho 
liabiliti&s show a much larger propor- 
tionate reduction, being less than one- 
quarter of \rbat they -were in the same 
period last yeai-, or $15,275,550 as 
against 866,378,363. 

BALL A. 

Balla (pronounced Bal) ^herc the 
anti-rent meeting was held is a small, 
straggling town on liie IMidland and 
Great Western railway, eight miles 
from Castlebar. It is famous for its 
cattle fairs, being the Ballinasloe of 
Mayo. There is a ruined tower hard 
by the town, and an ancient monastery, 
ruins not more venerable, liowever, 
than the town itself. The Blossc fam- 
ily are tlie principal landed proprietors 
in tho neighbourliood, In the old llc- 
peal days monster meetings were hold 
at Balla by tho people of Claremorris, 
Mahulla, Castlebar and Ballinrobe, of 
which district it is the centre.

SCWLOlTSOir IS FSS. 

Fcod and Brinls for 6,000,000 Foople- 
The United States the CUef 

Soxirco. 

Loxnoy, Oct. 21. — A supplement to 
my letter of last week, showing what 
Londoners cat and how they live, maj' 
interest the general rt adei-. The food 
supply of the largest city of tho world- 
a city moving on rapidly toward 
5,000,000 of peoplc-is a probleum of 
no small dimensions. It interests not 
only Londoners theniselvon, but is an 
interesting topic for .all. 

EXOL.\KD A.S AN I.^U'OUTlMt OK FOOD. 

All the world knows tliat tho United 
Kingdom, embracing England, Scot- 
land and Ireland, in the most produc- 
tive seasons, never raises food enougli 
of any kind for the support of its popu- 
lation; and particularlj' is this true of 
England, Tho .statist could give the 
precise figures to verify this statement, 
but the general reader does not care 
about tables of mere figures. It is 
fciiougli to .say that England is always 
a very large importer of food of all 
kinds, and this of sheer necessity. 
Beef, pork, Teal, mutton, poultry of 
all kimis, wheat. Hour, ham, bacon, 
butter, cheese, apples and many other 
fruits, potatoes and many muior veget- 
ables, and other eating jnecessaries too 
numerous to mention, aro constantly 
imported; and, with little or no excep- 
tion, perhaps in regard to these articles 
none wliatover, they are imported 
"free." It is well known, too, that 
the United States and Canada furnish 
by far tho larger portion of these arti- 
blcs year by year. In prospcro.is sca- 
iiuports of some of them come 
ons from several countries of the con- 
tinent, as Franae, Belgium, Gonaany 
and Iiusaia. The Odessa region of 
Russia, and districts bordering on the 
Black sea, send into England large 
quantities of wheat when tho lUissian 
harvest is abundant. But this year 
every one of these countries becomes 
an importer of many of these staples 
of food for internal supply. 

Beyond the above named necessary 
atables England is a very large con- 
sumer of wines and strong drinks. 
These, too, almost wholly, are import- 
ed. Tlie major part of all these; svincs 
and liquors comes from France, Spain, 
Italy, some from Belgium, Germany 
and Switzerland, and some from va- 
rious islands of the seas. England is 
also an enormous consumer of beer, 
ale, porter, etc., hut I think, in large 
part, these di'inks are of homo manu- 
facture, except, perhap.s, whiskies of 
various sorts, which come froni Scot- 
land and Ireland. 

To come back to the question of 
London food supply — ^food being a 
necessary, while these drinks may bo 
classed as mere luxuries — it is trulj* 
wonderful to seo what an amount of 
food is packed in cans, and found in 
every part of this great metropolis. 
Walk through any of tho gi-eat 
thoroughfares in any direction, and 
you will meet the same thing; and in 
smaller streets and alloys as woU. 

Tho single article of canned fish is 
enormous. Salmon is most abundant. 
Herrings and some other kinds are 
met with, packed in Scotland. Some 
of the salmon is from the Irish rivers, 
but nearly all is from rivers that run 
into tho Pacific oceanjjuch as Columbia, 
Fraser, and other rivers. Of any one 
place, San Francisco sends over much 
the largest amount. Tho numerous 
brands show that a great many people 
are embarked in the business, and the 
quantity met with in tho shops in Lon- 
don indicates two things: that it enters 
largely into tho food supply, and must 
he, in the catching and canning, n good 
investment of capital. 

But it is when one looks at the 
great variety and amount of caniicd 
meats, everywhere found in London, 
that astonishment is excited. In this 
regard London seems to stand far 
above any city I have visited on the 
Continent. And what is quite natural 
with comparatively little exception — ■ 
and I have been at pains to examine 
somewhat closely— nearly all this can- 
ned meat is put up in the L'nited 
States. Of the cities of our country, 
and I looked at the labels to detect 
this, Chicago takes the lead, whilo 
nearly all the parts of the country are 
represented. But what has struck 
me as remarkable, and I have searched 
diligently, I have not yet met with 
the first specimen of canned meat in 
London which was packed in Cincin- 
nati. Let Cincinnatians make a note 
of this. 

In those cans you nuiy liiul baked 
pork and beans from Boston, Philadel- 
phia and some town in IMissouti, whose 
name has escaped me; roast beef from 
Texas (about tho only thing, by the 
way, from any Southern State), and 
many other points; lamb and nuitton, 
roasted and boiled, from cities East 
and West; tongues of beef, lamb, niut- 
ton, etc; veal, in all styles of cookery, 
from diflercnt points; and when you 
coino to poultiy, there may bo found 
roasted and boiled chicken.s, ducks, 
pigeons, turkeys unboned, from every 
quartei*. I think Chicago furnished 
several specimens of all those articles, 
and from several different brands, while 
St. Louis, Baltimore, Philadelphia, 
Boston, Kev,- Y ork and smaller cities 
are well represented. 

A few of these articles- -but very 
few — may be found of Englisii Ijrands, 
and now and then one of a Inland from 
the continent; but with the slightest 
cx.ccj)tions they are from the cities of 
the United States. The quantity ' in 
the cans varies from half a pound to 
to three or four pounds. 

Of milk, while the London market 
seems to bo, well suppjjetl ;;Anth that 
which is fresh and sweet, a very large 
amount of^condensod milk is consumed 
judging from the quantity displayed 
in tho shops. The best of this canned 
milk comos from Switzerland, at least 
that which commands the highest price 
in the London market, while tho only 
other brand I have mot with hero is 
the EngUoh. These cans are just 



about the size' of the "Eagle brand" 
of condensed milk, so common in the 
United States, put up in Illinois. 

Of course canned meats of various 
kinds aro no rarity. They can bo 
found in all parts of our country, and 
»11 over tho world; but taking into ac- 
count tho. quantity and varioty-and I 
have by no means mentioned all-Lon- 
don seems to be more fully stocked 
than any other city. Of fruit in cans, 
and dried fruits, I do not speak ; iliey 
embrace everything. 

Of green fruit, apples anil pears par- 
ticularly, London is , just .now "chock 
full," and they aro all frohi the United 
States, f have tested their quality 
and price, even since I began this 
letter, and tli«y are as lino and cheap 
aa they are at tlio fruit stands in Cin- 
cinnati. — Corr. Cincinnati Gcixette.

between Fort William, on the Kaministi 
quia, and Jasper House and Toto Jaunc

ft That tho same Orderin Council also de 
fined the route froni the last named point 
to tho Pacific Ocean, in tho event of tne 
Bute Inlet or Dean Inlet routes hoing 
ultimately adopted, these being routes 
tlirough British Columbia,, one of which 
at that time i| seamed probaMo would be 
adopted. • ' ; ~ 

That later infomation has. shoTm that 
it would bb in tho public interest that tho 
route of the Railway from tho neighbor 
hood of Tote Jauno Cache should he to- 
wards Burrard Inlet. 

Tho iMinistor therefore rocominonda 
that tlio routo of the railroad shall bo do 
fined generally ua passing from the neigh' 
borhood of tho Tote Jauno Caoho, hj tho

Having 
taken their seats in the chancel tho Arch- 
deacon intoned tho pr.ayer.s, the rc3pon.^o3 
being well given by the choir and congre- 
gation. Tho sorvico v,-as full choml. 'I'ho 
proper Psalms used wore Psalms CO and 
145. Tho first lesson (2na Chron. YI., 
1 — 21 inclusive) recapitulating the conse- 
cration of tho Temple, was read by tho 
Rev. P. Jenns, and the second lesson (St. 
Johii, 2nd chap. ;i:}-25) by Jlr. F. 0. 
Wright, tho .Archdeacon's son. In the 
place where tho anthem is usually given 
Hymn 100, "Holy, holy, holy," waasung 
and the hymn before tho sermon was 242, 
"Wo love the place, Lord," the whole 
of the singing being well supported by tho 
congregation.

There are families who novor en- 
ter God's House; there are wilful dospi- 
sers of tho Lord's D.ay, the openly loose 
and careless. True, not more so than in 
other districts; nay, far less I believe than 
in some. Still tlioro they jiro, few or 
many, and I cariieatly beseech them, in 
the name of Christ, to "ceiso to do evil 
and learn to do well," .and come at once 
to our now beautiful House of God. Yes, 
my pr.ayer is that God will in mercy move 
us all to more earnest devotion and so 
proiwire us for that glorious Advent which 
shall proccdo our entry into the Temple 
above—'* th« home imde witliout hands, 
eternal in the heavens'."

A BYLAW 

To EosMlato tho Sanitary Condition of 
tho City of Victoria. 

Bk rr EXACTED by tho Mayor nuti Coun- 
cil of tho Corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria as follows: 

1. It slinll not be hiwfiil to let or occu- 
py, or sufTor to bo occupied, as a dwolling 
any room unless tho following require- 
ments aro cqmpliod with, that is to say : 

^(t^ Unless sucli fooiii contain at all 
times at Iciist 384 cubic feet of space 
for cacli person occupyitig tlie same, 
(d^ Unless such room has a window- 
made to open in a manner. approved 
by the Board of Health or Health 
Officer of the City. 
-"(fl^Unlessiliero is appurtenant to .such 
room tho usoof a water closet, earth 
closet or privy, fiu-nishcd with pro- 
per doors or coverings, to tho satis- 
faction of tho Board of Health or 
Health Officer of tho. City. 

2. Any person who lets, occupies, or 
knowingly suflors to bo occupied, any 
room contrary to tho provisions of this 
Bylaw sliall bo liable for every sucli of- 
fence to a penalty not e.>:ceeding §50, in 
the discretion of any Justice of the Peace 
before wliom ho may bo convicted. 

3. Any room in which any person passes 
tho night, or tlie principal part of the 
night, shall bo dccmod to bo occupied aa a 
dwelling within the meaning of this By- 
law. 

4 Where two convictions against tho 
provisions of this Bylaw relating to tho 
occupation of a room as a dwelling liavo 
taljeii place within three months (whether 
tho persons so convicted wero or wore not 
tho same) any Justice of tho Peace may 
direct tho closing of the room so occupied, 
or of tho premises to which it belongs, for 
such time as ho may deem necessai'y, oi 
may empower tho Board of Health or 
Health Officer of tho City permanently to 
close tho same. 

5. This Bylaw may be cited for all pur- 
poses as " The Dwellings Bylaw, 1870." 
Passed tho Municipal Council this 

19th day -of November, 1879.
